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The New Senate d 


Now that the Constitution of Eire has 
formally come into operation, the next 
matter of interest will be the new Senate. 
There is one tradition of the old House 
which, I hope, will be continued. .

This was the gift’ of 
a famous Irishwoman 
and a one - time 
Senator, Mrs. AA. 
Stopford.Green. In 
her own words, it was 
intended “to be a 
perpetual memorial 
of the foundation of 
this body, and a wit- 
ness in later times 
to its increasing ser- 
vice to the country.” 
At Mrs. Green’s re- 
quest the roll of the 
members of the 
Senate at the time of the presentation 
was placed in the casket. The Senate 
itself, in accepting the gift, ordered that 
Mrs. Stopford Green’s name should also 
be placed within it. 

When “the Senate was abolished, it ac- 
cepted the recommendation made by its 
Chairman, Mr. T. W. Westropp-Bennett, 
that the casket should be placed in the 
custody of the Royal Irish Academy. This 
was done, and I believe the casket is now 
on loan to the National Museum. 


The Old Senate 


When the Senate of the Irish Free State 
was constituted and held its first meetin 
—on December 11th, 1922—it consisted of 
sixty members—one half nominated by 
the President of the Executive Council, 
and the other half selected by the Dail. 

Mr. Cosgrave’s nominations were 
governed by Article 30 of the Constitution, 
which required that Senators should be 
citizens who “ have done honour to the 
nation by reason of useful public service, 
or that, because of special qualifications 
or attainments, they represent’ important 
aspects of the nation’s life.’’ 

The nominated members of the first 
Senate included two women, the Countess 
of Desart and Mrs. J. Wyse Power. The’ 
latter was one of the eighteen members of 
the Chamber who retained their seats 
throughout the Senate’s history. The 
Dail also elected two wonten, Mrs. A. Stop- 
ford Green and Mrs. E. Costello. 

Despite the fact that some of the 
members of the first Senate were not 
“‘ popular,’’ I believe that it was the best 
type of Chamber this country could have 
obtained at the time. If we get a new 
body as good we shall bé very lucky; 
but that, I am afraid, is crying for the 
moon. : 


Cables at Howth

The Tiber Floods 


Recently, writes a correspondent, I 
agen to be travelling by rail from 
Milan to Rome, and during the course of. 
my journey was shocked to see the extent 
of the damage caused by the floods.a week 


ago. 

All the land on either side of the river 
had a coating of mud and slime at least 
a foot deep, and in parts the natural banks 
had broken into treacherous depths of 
liquid clay. Great gaps showed where a 
wall of hard soil had formerly been, and 
the brown flood waters rushed and tumbled, 
carrying silt and débris from higher up 
thé river. 

I.was told in Rome that the Tiber rose 
seventeen metres—that is, approximately, 
fifty-four feet—and the appearance of the 
countryside fully justified this estimate. 
Ploughed land looked like a muddy 
estuary at low tide, and even hillocks had 
been covered by the water. . 

One amusing sight. was that of a boat 
which had apparently been carried far 
away from its moorings, and was left 
stranded high and dry next the railway 
track. Getting that boat back to the river 
over at least half a mile of ooze will not be 
a pleasant job for its owner. 


Helpless Aeroplanes 


A very’ melancholy spectacle was the 
aerodrome : just -outside the city, where 
"planes were standing inches deep in the 
oozing mud that the flood waters had left 
after their retreat. Mechanics wearily 
ore through this morass of slime and 
ooked disconsolately at their useless 
*planes, . ; : 
~ They had brought the 'planes out of the 
hangars, but had been unable to take them 
out of reach of the water, and I could not 
help feeling amused that the conquerors of 
‘the air should be defeated by mere mud. 
But in Rome itself even worse conditions 
prevailed. My concierge told me that 
seven thousand were made homeless. Many 
were rescued by boats and taken away 
from their floating furniture, and a Paris 
paper that Italians read rather sadly had, 
under a photograph of a rescue, ‘the line: 
“Is this Rome or Venice?’ i 


Homeless on the Hillsides 


. The homeless were sent to specially 
prepared camps, and were looked after by 
the militia; but even now, when the 
waters have almost wholly decreased, 
many people cannot go back to their 
houses ‘because of the damage. 

In the country, however, the. position 
of the homeless is much more serious, 
and many have been forced to pretend 
that winter is summer, and that they are 
out camping for pleasure, ‘But the size of 
the fires on the hillsides show that they 
are undergoing real hardship. 

‘Meanwhile the work . of reclamation 
‘continues, and parties of workmen have 
already cleared away some of. the mud 
from the aerodrome. But it will take a 
very long time, and what I want to know 
is: Where are they going to put all this: 
mud?. It is very muddy mud, and not 
what I would like to have in the garden 
in place of flowers. For flowers have sweet 
scents, but this stuff reminds me some- 
what of the Liffey when the tide is low.

HE Irish Red Setter is the most beautiful 
dog in the world, said Mr. John Woods 
in the course of a lecture on ‘* Dogs and 
Their Owners” at the Royal Dublin Society, 
Ballsbridge, Dublin, tage toes afternoon. 
The lecture took the form of a series of 
crayon drawings by Mr. Woods of all sorts 
of dogs and their owners, and the lecturer 
delighted his juvenile audience: with his 
lightning skill as an artist, and: also with 
the humorous touches he imparted to his 
remarks. He started off with a drawing of a 
wolf, which he described as the great-grand- 
uncle of all dogs, and then showed how like 
im appearance and build were such d as 
the Husky, or Samoyed, of the Eskimos. 
Another dog like it was used in Belgium and 
Holland for pulling light milk carts. A dog 
that dated back to very ancient days was the 
Chinese Chow-chow. It seemed dhly natural 
to find this dog different from the usual run. 
It had a blue tongue and did not bolt its 
food like other dogs, but pecked at it. The 
Chinese people ate dogs—the poor Chinese 
did not mind how old the dogs were that they 
ate, but the wealthy Chinese ate only puppies. 
One of the most important kinds of dogs 
in this class was the Alsatian.

STREET TRANSPORT 


Another body of exigent problems, which 
have been neglected by the State and 
local au ties, are overdue for attention 
and action.

Two Years 


1937: has brought to Ireland many con- 
stitutional changes which may, or may not, 
make any difference to the ordinary 
citiren. What changes has it brought in 
the sphere of local government, which 
affects him nearly every minute of the 
day! Looking backwards, we realise with 
regret how little has been done during this 
dying year-to improve the organisation of 
Dublin, and to make it a better and more 
efficient place in which to live. All the 
omens for the year were fair. After long 
delay the Corporation and the Electricity 
Supply Board had reached agreement on 
the harnessing of the Liffey, and there was 
every right to expect that good progress 
towards the great hydro-electric scheme 
would have been made by the end of 1937. 
The Greater Dublin Tribunal, appointed 
in the middle of 1935, had retired to sift 
the evidence which it had obtained, and 
to prepare those recommendations that 
would act as a chart for the future course 
of Dublin and fits environments. The 
Corporation had deigned at last to apply 
the Town and Regional Planning Act.

Administration’s determination to go 
forward with its social and economic 
reforms Mr. Ickes affirms the recent 
statements of the Attorney-General, M-, 
Cummings, and the Assistant Attorney- 
General, Mr. Jackson; but he is some- 
what at variance with the more optimistic 
words of Mr. Morgenthau, the Secretary 
of the Treasury. According to Mr. 
Ickes, what is now at stake in the United 
States is whether that country is to 
remain a democraticaily-governed com- 
smunity or to pass into an enslaved condi- 
tion under the government of the sixty 
families. The reference to the sixty 
families is made because in a recently- 
published book’ it was computed that the 
control of capital in the United States 
rested in.the hands of that group, and 
it was suggested that, ifcontrol continued 
to repose in those hands, the Roosevelt 
programme could not be implemented.

A Happy Discovery 


Chemists in the service of the Rhineland 
wine industry have solved one of the most 
urgent problems that are connected with the 
practice of eating ; and they are oblivious 
to the benefit that they. have bestowed 
vai mankind. Men of science notoriously 
are possessed of impractical minds. That 
which they hold to be the goal of their 
immediate researches occupies their whole 
being, to the exclusion of the other poten- 
tialities of their labours. us, these 
honest Rhineland chemists are rejoicing 
over their coup in extracting oil from grape 
skins and pips; and they do not realise 
that they have put the cart before the 
horse. The oil is a small matter beside 
the great and important fact that at last, 
after years of patient experiment, a proper 
vacuum has been created for the reception 
of the grape’s remains. This vacuum has 
been the Eldorado of the hostess, In her 
time she has supplied small bowls with 
the dessert, which seemed to her, from 
her place at the top of the table, to be 
fitted so aptly and precisely to receive 
grape skins that no guest could overlook 
them. Yet no guest has ever got it. The 
trouble has lain in the essential uselessness 
of the skin and of the pip, and in the 
difficulties attendant upon the removal 
of these articles from the mouth. Take a 
guest who has put three grapes in his 
mouth at once—and we had better take 
him rather gently. There is a good deal 
of stuff which must be disposed of ; for our 
guest is no ostrich, He may hold the 
hand, slightly cupped, in front of his face, 
and exhale. In the majority of cases 
there will. be faulty cupping and ugly re- 
covery work around the lap; sometimes 
there will be no power in the exhalation, 
and an actual insertion of the hand into 
the face will be needed ; while in a happily 
rare, but nevertheless notable, number of 
instances there will be a turn of the head 
to the left or right, and a sharp explosive 
sound. Nobody, you see, is supposed to

Landing at the Azores 


During next year the Azores will become 
prominent in aeronautical politics, as this 
group of islands in the Atlantic, about 1,000 

miles westward from the coast of Portugal, 
will be of vital importance/to all the 
Powers exploiting Atlantic air routes to 
North and South America. Great Britain, 
the United States, Germany, France, and 
Italy will all be interested. Until two 
years ago France had exclusive rights for 
the exploitation of air routes using these 
islands as a base, but as she never 
developed air bases or air routes the 
privilege was not renewed when it expired, 
and Portugal, to whom the islands belong, 
was free to negotiate landing rights with 
other Powers. Several of. these other 
Powers are now endeavouring.to secure a 
footing in the islands. Germany is send- 
ing a naval and military mission to 
Portugal, and Great Britain is to do = 
same, while the Azores will be used as 
civil air base for flying boats using the 
southerly route to the United States. The 
importance of the islands to Germany, 
France and Italy easily becomes apparent 
when it is realised that the North Atlantic 
bases are all in British hands, these being 
Ireland, Newfoundland, and Canada, and 
under agreement these bases are to be 
reserved exclusively for Great Britain and 
the United States for fifteen years, 
Portugal is already working closely with 
Great Britain in the operation of the

Following this the Treasury now 
announce that on September 30 last the 

old holding in the account was 39,854,000 
ne ounces, and that in the issue depart- 
ment of the Bank of England was 
76,843,000 fine ounces, a total of 
116,697,000 fine ounces, which, at £7 an 
ounce, would represent in round figures 
£815,000,000. 

On September 30 the account did not 
hold more than a “ trifling amount ” of 
foreign currency. | 

The exchange equalisation fund was 
established in 1932 with an initial sum 
of £150;000,000. Its purpose was to keep 
sterling in its natural commercial relation.

All last night explosions went on as the 
Chinese continued to blow up Japanese 
property, including a brewery, warehouses 
all d dye-factory. ey also destroyed the 
Chinese dry docks and repair shops. 

A big fire, visible all through the city, 
raged on the water front all the night, 
and the Chinese authorities also announce 
that they intend to blow up the new super- 
electric power plant in Tsingtao’s  in- 
dustrial area, and stated that they also 
intend to blow up the railway station, 
the Chinese Mayor's beautiful office 
building, Japanese banks, the Easa 
Consulate and the Japanese Town Hall. 

The exodus of frightened Chinese, fear-

A sound like that of a scuffle and a short 
breaking into the middle of the B.B.C.’s 10 
o’clock news summary last night mystified 
thousands of listeners. | 

It was followed by an apology from the 
announcer, who explained that there had 
been ‘‘a slight mishap in the studio.” 

The announcer had given the weather 
forecast, and announced that the news 
summary would be followed by a talk by 
Major-General C. G. Liddell when the 
interruption occurred. 

Listeners heard what appeared to be 
an argument between a number of men, 
sounds of a scuffle, a shout of “Oi”a 
gurgling sound, the slamming of a door, 
and the clatter of feet. . . . . Then 
silence. Meanwhile the announcer had 
stopped his news summary. 

After a delay of nearly three minutes 
the announcer approached the microphone 
and said: ‘‘I must apologise for the 
break after the news summary had been 
announced. There was a slight mishap 
in the studio, but everything is all right 
now.” He then proceeded to read his 
news summary. 

The following statement was issued 
later: “The B.B.C. regret that owing to 
a technical error a studio was faded up 
earlier than intended, with the result that 
for a few moments at the beginning of 
the Regional news at 10 o'clock listeners 
overheard a private conversation.’’.

The Times in a leading article says:— 
There is nothing unexpected about the 
Japanese reply to the British Govern- 
ment’s protest concerning the shelling and 
machine-gunning of ILMS. Ladybird and 
other British ships in the Yangtze on 
December 12. The document does not 
differ in tone or in intention from that 
delivered in Washin 
Eve. A profound apology is offered, the 
incidents are explained—with the help of 
a “thick fog or haze’? which appears 
from other accounts to have been present 
only in the minds of the Japanese military 
—as so many regrettable mistakes, and 
previous assurances that British rights 
and interesis will be protected are 
repeated with the same note of deep 
sincerity which characterised their earlier 
and vain expression. 

Immediately the Note had been handed 
to the British Ambassador in Tokyo for 
transmission, and before it was in the 
hands of his Government, the Japanese 
service ee ar lenge re made public their own 
version of the Yangtze incidents. They 
did this without notifying Sir Robert 
Craigie, although the text of the Note con- 
tains an explicit reference to the militarists’ 
“ explanations.’’ These are at several 
important points wholly incompatible with 
the facts, as reported to the British 
Government by the Commanders of the 
vessels which were attacked, and their tone 
is in places objectionable.

He called upon 
business to purge itself of ‘its 
Fords, its Girdlers and its Rands ” before 
presuming to advise what to do about the 
trouble caused by the Labour laws. 
[Mr. Girdler is President of the Re- 
public Steel Corporation, and led the 
opposition to the steel strike. Mr. Rand 
is President of Remington Rand, and has 
been accused, thongh acquitted, of un- 
fair strike-breaking activities. ] 


MR. FORD ATTACKED 


Mr. Ickes further accused Mr. Ford 
of running “the gamut from secret 
sabotaging to open defiance in his cons 
temptuous disregard’’ of the people’s 
mandate, and declared that he was thus 
“not entitled to the respect of decent 
law-abiding citizens.”’ 

Mr. Ickes alleged that since last spring, 
when the Government mhaidean its 
economic initiative on pleas of private 
enterprise, the sixty families had proved 
that they “have learned nothing and 
forgotten nothing since 1929 about the 
management of business under modern 
conditions.”’ 

He concluded by attributing the blame 
for current conditions to “the funda- 
mental unwillingness of certain outmoded 
leaders of private enterprise to play the 
Democratic game.” | 


PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 


While these attacks on dlleged mono- 
polistic tendencies in big business con- 
tinue, President Roosevelt’s Message at 
the opening of Congress next Monday is 
being eagerly awaited. 

Many business men anticipate another 
bitter pill, but Washinzton observers, on 
the contrary, believe that the President 
will prove much more gentle than the 
Ministerial speeches, It is believed that 
Mr. Roosevelt has not yet definitely 
decided on the fundamental question of 
whether in the future to deal gently or 
firmly with “business. 

Some circles have been suggesting that 
the President will make a bid for public 
confidence, basing his effort on the con- 
tention that the business recession is 
largely psychological. Administration 
quarters, however, indicate that he will 
insist on his legislative programme, with 
which Congress made little progress in 
the recent special session, but that no 
new '' reforms ” are to be proposed, 

Meanwhile Administration attacks on 
business are expected to continue with 
‘Administration approval, in the hope of 
spurring certain groups of ‘“ irrecon- 
cilables ’’ into more co-operative efforts 
towards recovery, and at the same time 
of strengthening the position of the 
Administration in the eyes of the public. 

In a speech to-day at Louisville, Ken-

“ BLOODLESS REVOLUTION” 


Mr. Little asserts that.a really free State 
has been established and that the Constitu- 
tion enshrines the principles of national 
freedom for which so many great Irishmen 
struggled, fought and fell. e goes on to 
say that this may be regarded as a bloodless 
revolution, now in its latest phase; but it is 
only tho continuation of national effort, and 
is a crowning part of one of the greatest 
struggles that any nation has made for 
‘freedom. It was due to th. peop!.’s desire 
for freedom that it had been possible to 
carry on the struggle so far, and only upon 
their cherishing those principles would 
depend the strength and progress of 
the nation. In the future if they 
chose to be associated with a certain 
group of nations, and for that purpose 
adopted a certain organ or instrument as 
“The symbol of co-operation,”” they did so 
by ordinary law, and were in no way bound 
by the terms. of the Constitution. They were, 
rather, freed by the Constitution to choose 
their own course, as their national dignity 
and interest dictated from time to time. 
They were no less free than any nation which 
adopted the organ or instrument of the 
League of Nations. . Many nations, small and 
large, adopted that organ, and regarded it as 
the exercise of their sovereign right. Some 
rejected it because for practical purposes they 
preferred to do so. i 

Under the new Constitution, Mr. Little 
said, they could do the same, both in respect 
to the League and the Commonwealth, at any 
time they chose, without changing one word 
of the Constitution. None but those who 
were blinded by their own wishes to think 
they were not free would deny those facts. 
They could not abolish the giraffe by saying, 
as an incredulous man once said when faced 
by one, “I don't, believe it.” By the enact- 
ment of the Constitution the harvest of many 
years of struggle by heroic generations of 
soldiers and people was reaped. 

Mr. Little concluded his message with the 
words: “The nation marches on.”

ONE JUDGE SPEAKS IN

Four judges of the Supreme Court—Mr. 
Justice FitzGibbon, Mr. Justice Murnag- 
han, Mr. Justice Meredith, and Mr. 
Justice Geoghegan; and two judges of the 
High Court—Mr. Justice O’Byrne and 
Mr. Justice Gavan Duffy—made and 
signed the detlaration. required of them 
under Article 34 of the Constitution, in 
the presence of the Chief Justice, in the 
Supreme Court, Dublin, yesterday. 

The Chief Justice had made the declara- 
tion in the presence of Mr. de Valera at 
Government Buildings the previous day, 
and later on the same day the President 
of the High Court complied with the 
requirement in the presence of the Chief 
Justice in the Supreme Court. 

Mr. Justice Johnston and Mr. Justice 
Hanna, who are away from Dublin, have 
yet to make the declaration, and will do 
go before the beginning of the next law 
term. 

Mr. Justice Gavan Duffy spoke entirely 
in the Irish language when making the 
declaration. 

The Chief Justice witnessed the signa- 
tures of the judges to the document on 
which the declaration was printed. 

The declaration was in the following 
terms:—‘‘In the presence of Almighty 
God, I, do solemnly and sincerely 
promise and declare that I will duly and 
faithfully, and to the best of my knowledge 
and. power, execute the office of Judge of 
the Supreme Court (or Judge of the 
High Court, as the case may be) without 
fear or favour, affection or ill-will towards 
any man, and that I will uphold the

The Japanese Note replying to pro- 
tests at attacks on British ships on the 
Yangtse, the text of which was published 
in London yesterday, is still under con- 
sideration by the Prime Minister, the 
Foreign Secretary, and experts at the 
Foreign Office. No official comment upon 
it was forthcoming last night. 

_ Throughout the reply there runs a de- 
sire to placate Great Britain over the in- 
cidents, and stress is laid on the fact 
that the ‘attacks were unintentional. . 

The Press Association learns that 
official circles in London have no com- 
ment to make on the Note. 

Here are a few of the main points :— 

The Japanese Government have taken 
all measures to render more effective 
their guarantee of the rights and in- 
terests of Great Britain and other 
Powern. 

The Japanese units concerned had 
taken it for granted that all the foreign 
vessels had sought refuge from the scene 
of the fighting. There is no room for 
doubt that they did not intentionally. at- 
tack the vessels knowing them to he 
British. 

All assistance was given in taking care 
of the dead and wounded of Ladybird. 

Although the incidents were entirely 
due to mistake, the Japanese Govern- 
ment had dealt properly, according to 
law, with the officers concerned. 

Strict instructions have again been 
given to naval, military and diplomatic 
authorities to take the greatest possible 
care that attacks are not made upon the 
lives and property of British and other 
nationals. 

The tone of the reply suggests that the 
Government in Tokyo is perturbed by the 
protests which have reached it from 
foreign Powers, and is anxious to placate 
opinion abroad, writes the Press Asso- 
ciation Diplomatic Correspondent. 

In London the view has more than 
once been expressed that, while the 
Japanese Government is anxious to avoid 
incidents involving a third Power, their 
chiefs in command in China have not al- 
ways been careful to see that instruc- 
tions from Tokyo are passed on to the 
individuals concerned. .

To everyone, from the highest to the 
lowest in the land, with one exception, the 
mechanisation of transport has been a source 
of comfort and a blessing.

The race takes place every New 
Year's Day in the Phenix Park, when 
usually about 100 “cabbies” and their 
steeds take part. There are prizes, of course, 
for the winners, but madh the generosity ' 
of a number of citizens the committee always 
provides the ‘‘cabbies”’ and their horses 
with a pe meal and something in the 
nature oí a “day out.” The committee, 
therefore, appeals once again to the citizens 
of Dublin for help in this sporting venture.

This year’s race, which is the fifth of the 
annual Dublin Cab Derbies, will take place 
in the Phenix Park in the afternoon of 
New Year's Day.
